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Charles William Speer, one of the 


ater pioneers of the San Gabriel 
valley, and for many years an out- 
standing figure in the development 
of the Covina and Baldwin Park dis- 
.ricts, died on Sunday morning at 
;he Covina hospital following an ill- 
ness of a little over one month. He 
was 68 years of age. His death was 
caused by recently-developed heart 
trouble. 


Funeral services for Mr. Speer 


were held in the mortuary chapel of 
the Baldwin Park Funeral Home on 
Tuesday afternoon at 2:30, with in- 
terment in Oakdale cemetery. The 
casket was bourne to the grave by 
the sons and sons-in-law of the de- 
ceased. Services at the chapel were 
conducted by Rev. V. C. Hayman, 
pastor of the Baptist church of Co- 
vina. The funeral hymns were sung 
by Mrs. Irl DeFount.

Of interest to orange growers 


and shippers in this district is 
the recent installation of an ad- 
ditional unit to the precooling 
and cold storage plant of the 
Covina Orange Growers asso- 
ciation. 


Last year this association installed 
precooling plant of twelve-carload 


capacity of the "hand gravity • flow 
:ype" in'the basement of its pack- 
inghouse. Highly gratifying results 
were obtained from the operation of 
;his first plant. It facilitated the 
landling of fruit, afforded greater 
lexibility of operations, made a sav- 
ing on icing of cars in transit, and 
made it possible to obtain premium 
prices for fruit. This year, due to 
ncreased grower acreage and a large 
Valencia crop, the association saw the 
advantage of increasing the capacity 
of the plant to thirty carloads. A 
new unit was therefore installed. 


The machinery of the new unit is 


an exact duplicate or twin of the 
machinery of the first unit, and the 
two units are so connected that they 
can be operated independently or 
together, and are fully automatic. 
Desirable factors of safety and econ- 
omy are provided by this dual or 
twin system. In the event of a neces- 
sity for repairs the two plants can 
be operated by the machinery of one 
plant alone.

creased, its value will be enhanced 
and the oranges will therefore give 
greater consumer satisfaction. When 
the precooling is used the warm frul 
goes from the box-lidding machine 
directly into the precooling rooms, 
where a temperature of 35 to 40 de- 
grees is maintained, as well as a 
controlled humidity. When the cold 
fruit is loaded into the refrigerator 
cars the ice in the bunkers of the 
cars does not melt away as fast as 
when warm fruit is loaded. The ice 
therefore does not need to be re- 
plenished in transit and an even 
temperature is maintained in the 
fruit during its journey to the mar- 
kets.

Time to Los Angeles 


With the completion this week of the new state highway, 


known as the Holt-Garvey boulevard, from Pomona to Alisc 
street, Los Angeles, Covina is now well within thirty minutes' 
driving time of the center of the business district of Los An- 
geles. This is an achievement which has been the dream of our 
citizens for the past thirty years. 


This road, constituting one of the<§> 
--- 


largest and most important highway' 
jrojects in southern California in re- 
cent years, runs thru the Covina 
valley one mile south of the business 
section, 
directly linking Pomona 


with Aliso street, Los Angeles, at the 
Mission road, in this way opening 
an "airline" artery thru the beauti- 
ful San Jose hills section, Covina, 
West Covina, Baldwin Park, El 
Monte and Monterey Park, into the 
new union station area in the Los 
Angeles civic center. 


The work has been done under the 


supervision of the state highway de- 
partment. 
Excellent 
new bridges, 


bridge extension and reconstructions 
and underpasses—seven such struc- 
tures in all—are essential in expe- 
diting the traffic flow of the boule- 
vard. The bridge crossing the San 
Gabriel river, with 2000 feet of ap- 
proach, is conceded to be one of the 
finest structures on the route. 


The new route from Covina, as 


made possible by this project, is 
slightly in excess of twenty miles 
long. 


Here's an economic concept of the 


project by R. C. Myers, assistant 
state highway engineer in district 
seven, which includes Los Angeles 
county, giving an idea of its signifi- 
cance: 


"Traffic from San Bernardino, Ri- 


verside and the Imperial valley ag- 
gregating more than 20,000 cars per 
day, according to traffic studies, will 
be saved $876,000 annually in oper- 
ating costs—an amount sufficient to 
pay the construction cost of the en- 
tire route in less than two and a 
half years." 


The course of the boulevard from 


Aliso street, Los Angeles, to Mon- 
terey Park is along the southerly 
side of the Covina line of the Paci- 
fic Electric railway to a point outside 
the Los Angeles city limits, whence 
it cuts across the Midwick country 
club grounds to a juncture with the 
westerly end of Garvey avenue near 
the letter's intersection with Atlan- 
tic boulevard. 


The bridge constructions not only 


are essential as regards the new 
boulevard's traffic and safety, but 
likewise have much architectural 
value. They take their important 
part in advancing this locality's 
fame as a place of many beautiful 
bridges. 


Five of the already existent bridges 


crossing the Pacific Electric at Lord, 
State, Cornwell, Marengo and Soto 
streets, have been extended or re- 
constructed to carry those thorough- 
fares over the boulevard. A recon-

Well-Known Pioneer 


Passes at Ripe Age 


The death on Sunday of C. B. 


Woodhead, aged 89 years, at his 
home in Los Angeles, marks the 
passing of one of the few of the 
early pioneers who are left who 
were widely known and active in 
the development of southern Califor- 
nia in the eighties and nineties of 
the past century. Both in civic and 
social circles the family is well 
known in the valley, the widow be- 
ing the sister of Mrs. M. H. LaFetra 
of Glendora. 


In his youth Mr. Woodhead served 


in the Civil war, coming to Califor- 
nia in the seventies. He directed the 
engineering work on Temple street, 
Los Angeles, when it was first laid 
out to the west. In the eighties he 
went to what is now Long Beach 
with one of the first development 
companies, and is credited with hav- 
ing named the city. He was also in- 
strumental in having written into 
early deeds, restrictions against the 
sale of liquor.

of Valley Dies 


in Los Angeles 


The death occurred on Tuesday of 


Dr. William Richter McNair, fol- 
lowing a lingering illness, at his 
home, 818 South Ardmore avenue, 
Los Angeles. 


The deceased was widely known in 


this valley, being one of the pioneer 
physicians. For years he owned ex- 
tensive citrus property at the inter- 
section of Grand avenue and the 
Foothill boulevard. At various times 
he was owner and manager of the 
McNair lemon packing house, of the 
Alosta Chemical company, and of 
the McNair pharmacy, all located in 
Glendora; and was physician and 
surgeon for the Azusa-Glendora di- 
vision, Pacific Electric railway. He 
took an active part in the corpora- 
tion of Glendora and served as 
councilman on the first board after 
its incorporation, from November 10, 
1911, to April 15. 1912. 


He was the first to use disinfect- 


ants in the water used to wash cit- 
rus fruits and by so doing initiated 
the saving of thousands of dollars' 
worth of fruit to the growers. Dur- 
ing the world war he served as cap- 
tain, medical corps, stationed at the 
base hospital, Camp Kearney, near 
San Diego.

Baseball Team

The losers chalked 
up goose eggs in both hit and run 
columns for the second frame, but 
the Gorrellmen, aided by a walk, a 
hit and an error, tallied twice for 
the first scores of the game.

third, no runs came across the plate 
and the Colts took advantage in their 
part of the third, as a double aided 
by two Montebello errors, a wild 
pitch and a pair of steals, brought in 
the third Covina run for a 3-0 lead. 


The initial Montebello run came in 


the fourth as a single and an error 
in the Covina field netted the first 
losers' run. A walk followed by a 
pair of steals and an error netted 
the fourth Covina run. Neither team 
tallied in the fifth inning and the 
Colts were not able to get a man on 
base in the sixth, while their oppo- 
nents came through in their half of 
the sixth, as a single followed by a 
double, two errors, another single 
and a walk gave the Montebello nine 
no less than four runs, and a 5-4 
lead over the Gorrellmen. 


With one out, the Covina seventh- 


inning rally started as M. Rouch, 
playing shortstop, singled, stole sec- 
ond, and came home with the tying 
run as the Montebello shortstop er- 
rored. Yirgoyen followed Rouch and 
got to first on an error, then stole 
to third and tallied the sixth and 
winning run on an error by the 
Montebello first-sacker.

Shows Long Life 


of Refrigerators 


Sam Stead of the Stead Electric 


shop tells us of some interesting 
results of a service survey made re- 
cently on General Electric refrig- 
erators in the city of Los Angeles. 
Ninety-seven per cent of all Gen- 
eral Electric refrigerators, he said, 
that have been in operation for five 
years are still operating efficiently 
and satisfactorily. The survey of Los 
Angeles apartment houses shows an 
average cost of General Electric ser- 
vice to be nine cents per year for 
thousands of boxes during eight 
years of sales activity.

men working only part time handle 
the service of the 28,000 G. E. refrig- 
erators now in operation in Los An-

electric boxes in the city, Mr. Stead 
adds, and to take care of the other 
three-fourths .of the machines is a 
M-ofitable business for over fifty ser- 
vice concerns. Service, Mr. Stead 
contends, is an important feature to 
consider when purchasing any re- 
'rigerator, and the reputation of the 
lealer selling the machine should 
oe looked into before closing the 
deal.

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Worldwide Ramblings of 
a Covina Orange Grower 


(Note—This is a continuation of 


a series of letters which will appear 
in the Argus from Ben F. Thorpe, 
civic leader and orange grower, who 
with his wife left recently on a four- 
months' trip to the South Sea is- 
lands, New Zealand, Australia, East 
Indies, China and Japan. Mr. Thorpe 
is a worldwide traveler and his let- 
ters are always of interest, dealing 
with the intimate social life of the 
countries which he visits). 


Letter Nc. 8 
At Sea Hearing Brisbane. 
Dear Covina: 


The day for our departure from 


the sheep station of our friends, Mr. 
and Mrs. Pook, came all too soon, 
and we reluctantly told our host and 
his family farewell, with the expec- 
tation of some day visiting under 
their hospitable roof again. 


•Mr. Pook took me to a fraternal 


meeting the last night we were at 
his home, to the little town of 
Heathcote, some fifteen miles away, 
where I met some splendid Aus- 
tralian gentlemen. After the meet- 
ing Mr. Pook showed a group of 
lantern slides of his last trip to 
America and California, giving an 
interesting and instructive talk with 
same. After that we sat down, to 
a banquet, with speeches, toasts to 
the king first, then to others who 
heeded them, including yours truly 
of Covina, the toasts being drunk in 
a variety of liquids, including tea, 
coffee, soda water, and others. 


Mr. Pook motored us in to Mel- 


bourne the next day with our bag- 
bage on the luggage carrier of his 
automobile, and in one of the cases 
was an English fruit cake made by 
Veraj his daughter. It was covered 
with a rich white frosting, with a 
basket design of dark frosting on 
the sides, the top decorated with 
lovely pink Cecil Bruner roses, made 
at home by Vera, the center having 
the words, "Au Revoir," in chocolate 
letters—a pretty surprise from a 
pretty girl. We enjoyed it immense- 
ly with our tea at four o'clock, and 
shared it with our friends, the qual- 
ity being as good as the beauty of 
the cake. I wish more of our girls 
at home adopted the pastry art for 
a hobby. 


We loaded our bags on_the big 


Dutcu steamer, "Nieuw Eeeland," 
which was to be our home for the 
next 15 days, and bade Mr. Pook 
goodbye, with many thanks for the 
wonderful good time he had shown 
us. 


We called on Dr. Culley, the 


American doctor who came over on 
the Mariposa with us, and found 
him in a fine suite of offices in the 


versity with its fine parking, big 
trees and large brick buildings— 
much like old Rugby in England— 
on thru some of the industrial sec- 
tions to Parramatta, 
where the 


grandfather of Dorcas Cush lived in 
bis early days, when it was one of 
the principal cities of the district, 
and is still a good business town. 


We drove on thru the Pennant 


bills, with beautiful rolling lands on 
which were small fruit orchards, in- 
cluding a few citrus groves, many 
apple orchards, peach, apricot and 
pear—just like California around 
Banning and the Yucaipa valley. We 
had our lunch at Koala park, the 
home of some 80 fine specimen of 
the Koala bears, dear little tiny fel- 
lows, exactly like our toy "teddy 
bears," and cannot be compared to 
any other animal. He stands quite 
unique in the fauna of Australia. He 
does not belong to the true bear 
family, being a marsupial, living en- 
tirely on the leaves of certain gum 
trees, and never takes a drink. How 
would you like to be a'koala bear? 


KOALA BEARS 


The young koala is born in an 


immature state, and placed by its 
mother in the pouch next to her 
teat, where he harbors for six 
months. When he is six months old 
and fully furred he is only six inches 
long. Then he emerges, but con- 
tinues to make use of the pouch for 
a few more months until too big to 
secure accommodation within, the 
mother carrying him until he is one 
years old. On the move she carries 
him pick-a-back. When sitting, he 
reclines upon her lap, or is claspec 
in her arms. They breed one at a 
time every two years. At four years 
of age he is fully grown, and often 
lives to be fifteen years old. He is 
sturdily built and fittingly equippec 
with powerful limbs and sharp claws 
to enable him to climb tall trees 
with grace and precision. He seldom 
if ever touches the ground, jumping 
from limb to limb of the trees. Most- 
ly, however he is seen sitting asleep 
in the crotch of a tree, sleeping mos 
of the day, and subsists on the fresh 
tips of the eucalyptus trees. 


A full-grown bear weighs abou 


15 to 20 pounds. He is practically 
extinct in the wild "bush," but in 
this big park a determined effor 
is being made to perpetuate this fine 
animal. In this same park they havi 
180 fine specimen of the kangaroi 
family, from tiny new-born babes 
to the full-grown ones. Here the 
keepers were glad to tell us all abou 
these fine fellows, and let Anna am 
me take one in our arms, and thej 
acted just like great, big babies 


ealand. They are friends of Bert 
ight, who introduced us to them on 
oard ship as we ware leaving Syd- 
ey.

The 
rincipal cargo is flour, made in Mel- 
ourne and Sydney from Australian 
vheat, going to Japan; many cases 
f bottled goods; great bundles of 
attan for furniture seats; a lot of 
military horses for the British army 
n Singapore, and seventeen race 
icrses for the same place—a fine lot

Some interesting items about-the 


country we motored thru with Mr. 
Pook, which we did not learn at the 
time: The famous "Mallee" district, 
a heavily-wooded section of Victoria, 
the roads winding around the heavy 
forests of big trees, the district be- 
ing hot and dry, with very sandy 
soil, in which all varieties of the 
gum tree thrive. The roots of the 
trees from this district make splen- 
did fuel for domestic use, being very 
hard and giving a heat quite equal 
to briquets or coal, burning to a 
white ash, and considered by the 
housewives as superior and cleaner 
than coal or coke. The same wood 
makes fine railroad ties. 


We passed thru Warracckabeal, a 


thriving agricultural center in the 
wheat 
growing 
section, 
harvest 


scenes being in full operation as we 
drove on thru it. This district is 
called Wimmera, other towns thru 
which we passed being Aarat arid 
Stawell. The wheat from this dis- 
trict is very hard, the soil produc- 
ing large crops, and the homes look 
like the residences of prosperous 
people. Near Stawell are the fam- 
ous Grampian mountains, a popular 
resort, with some fine peaks, fern- 
laden glens, many flowering trees 
and shrubs.

This is a beautifu 
ship of some 11,000 tons, the main 
salon or lounge being paneled with 
^reat slabs of beautifully-colorec 
marble of brownish cast, figurec 
with pretty stripings like petrifiec 
wood, the panels framed with wid< 
casings of teakwood, and at the end: 
are stained glass windows with de- 
signs of clusters of fruit. The smok- 
ing salon is also decorated in th< 
same way, while the diningroom i, 
decorated likewise, but with panel 
of white marble slabs, the first tim< 
we ever lived in marble halls. Even 
our staterooms have white marbl 
panels back of the wash-bowls. 


It is now mid-summer here an 
we are revelling in the warn 
weather. Down in Toolleen it wa 
too cold to wear our summer thin; 
and this is a happy change. We were 
presented with two bouquets when 
we left Sydney, which now adorn 
our" diningroom table. Lovely lilies, 
roses, agipanthas, zinnias and other 
flowers were included. 


A wealth of flowers was put on 


this ship at Sydney, the most we 
have ever seen, and so many they 
had to reserve two large tables on 
which to display them. One was a 
great piece in the shape of a ship, 
made entirely of tiger-lilies, mari- 
golds and blue hydrangeas. Another 
elaborate one was a huge tower, 
crowned with a prettily decorated 
doll on top.. In fact the whole din- 
ing salon looks like a flower garden 
—looking down from above. The 
florists in Sydney must have done 
a fine business that day, and how 
they do brighten up the place, with 
their riot of color and their sweet 
fragrance, and all seem to last much 
longer and better than they do at 
home.

PROPER USE OF ELECTRIC CORDS

HE Electrical Inspection Bureau 
secured this picture to illustrate 


to homemakers the type of electri- 
cal extension cord which is approved 
by the Bureau. The two small brace- 
,ets on the cord are used to Indicate 
that they have been tested for satety 
by fire underwriters. After the cord 
passes a rigid safety test, this label, 
reading: 
"Underwriters' Labora- 


tories' Inspected Cord," Is applied 
to every five feet. 


The Electrical Inspection Bureau, 


whose duty it Is to protect the lives 
and property of our citizens by see- 
ing that all electrical work Is safely 
installed, states that it is not dim- 
cult to maintain safe conditions in 
our city as far as permanent wiring 
is concerned because most of it Is 
inspected before electric service Is 
turned on, but It is a problem to 
insure safety from the electrical 
outlet to the lamp or appliance since 
many appliances are put in service 
after inspection. For this reason, 
they urge the public to cooperate 
with them by lirst buying approved 
electrical devices and to then ex- 


ercise care in their use. One warning 
in particular is—never leave heat- 
ing appliances connected when not 
in use. Numerous iires from flat- 
irons have been caused in this way. 


in the educational work now be- 


ing conducted by the Bureau, they 
are Issuing posters entitled: "How 
to Safeguard Electric Service in the 
Home." 
These 
posters 
advise 


against the running of cords under 
rugs, the placing of cords In door 
jams, the running of cords over 
radiators or steam pipes, it la also 
recommended that whenever addi- 
tional wiring Is needed that home 
owners be sure that all wiring Is 
made by a competent electrical con- 
tractor and that the work is inspect- 
ed by the Electrical inspection Bu- 
reau.

On Java Sea, 


S. S. Melchoir Treub, 


February 3. 
Dear Argus: 


The Nieuw Zeeland, which had 


been our home for the past thirteen 
days, dropper anchor in Macassar, 
on the Celebes islands, where we 
were to take a smaller ship over to 
that land of enchanted mystery, 
Bali. 


Our stay in Australia had been 


with people much like those in our 
own land, but here on the big dock 
was grouped the people of the real 
East, the Javanese races, in a galaxy 
of bright-colored clothing on both 
men and women, every color imag- 
inable from brightest reds, blues, 
greens, pink, pale green, with white 
predominating. The men wore the 
usual sarong for a skirt, reaching 
just below the knees, with women 
dressed in skirts of batik. 


The dock hands and sailors were 


all Javanese, bare feet and legs, car- 
rying^ huge sacks of grain on their 
backs, others with as many as three 
bags of flour, heavy boxes, trunks 
and suitcases, all hurrying to unload 
the Nieuw Zeeland and load to this 
ship, the usual crowds of people 
from the little town standing around 
in groups watching the busy scene. 


The island of Celebes lies very low 


to the water's edge as we near the 
shores, while a range of blue moun- 
tains frames the picture in the dis- 
tance.

on his way home after coming to 
Australia on a four-masted sailing 
ship from Finland, starting from 
Marienhamn on October 6 of last 
year, and reaching Adelaide 
early 


in January, over four months on the 
sailing vessel—no engines, no elec- 
tric lights, no radio, and no stop on 
the whole trip, there being only four 
passengers. One storm at sea wrip- 
ped off all the masts, the pallors 
barelytescaping'.with Ijheir livesr^uic 
then figging up false masts to enable 
them to get to port; almost unbeliev- 
able in these days of fast power 
steamers, but truth is always strang- 
er than fiction. 


The traveler says he is going to 


make the same trip again some time 
soon. Has spent forty-five years of 
his life in the Dutch East Indies, but 
says he likes the winters in Switzer- 
land better. Two tall Australia sis- 
ters from a sheep station near Can- 
berra are making their first ocean 
voyage, going first to Singapore, 
thence to Cairo, Ceylon, Marseilles, 
London and New York, and home 
via Los Angeles and Covina. A 
young lady from Sydney told me 
there was another American on our 
ship, and I asked here where he was 
from. She said he was from Cali- 
fornia, a town called Seattle. They 
know but little about our state. 


This ship bound for Bali is much 


smaller than the fine new motor- 
ship we came to Macassar on, but 
very comfortable, the stewards all 
being Malay boys hi their white 
duck suits, turbans of Batik-cloth 
with a sash of the same material, 
and barefooted. When we order 
something in English they have to 
call the head steward to interpret 
for them, but they make splendid 
servants, and Anna said she would 
like to bring home one or two of 
them, as they are good at house- 
cleaning, everything polished daily, 
and spotlessly clean, even to the 
decks. The Dutch know how to live 
•—live well—and have a lot of good 
things 'to eat. At breakfast this 
morning we were first served real 
Java coffee in the main salon, then 
in the dining salon for breakfast we 
first had papayas and bananas for 
fruit, three kinds of salt fish, four 
kinds of omelets, ham and egg toast, 
a variety of breads, four kinds of 
cheese (all good), and chocolate or 
tea. 


On our trip to Bali we were joined 


by two American women, one from 
San Diego, another from Illinois, and 
the school teacher from Durban, 
South Africa, making an interesting 
group to travel with. We shall pro- 
bably have them with us thru part 
of Java later on. 


On this ship we find many things 


to remind us of Java, the first being 
the absence of an upper sheet on the 
beds, in place of which was the us- 
ual roll of a bolster, known as the 
"housewife," which we threw on the 
floor, and the bathroom having the 
common square tin-lined box full 
of water, a big brass dipper with 
which to dip up the water and pour 
it over you for a bath—no tub and 
no hot water, but a cold water show- 
er answered the purpose very well. 


There are twenty-seven of the pas- 


sengers from the Nieuw Zeeland on 
this side trip to Bali, which we ex- 
pect to reach about awo this after- 
noon, and our few days there will 
afford ample material for another 
letter. 


We hope there is 110 frost in Co- 


tfina, and it seems hard to realize 
that the coldest part oJ the winter is 
here, while with us it is hot summer 
days and tropical flowers, men sit- 
ting around the decks in their cool 
pajamas, and women in their thin- 
nest things. Mine is a soft silk shirt, 


very short "shorts," and a cork hel- 
met hat—quite enough! 


By the way, we had some "Sun- 


kist" navel oranges for our desser 
at dinner last night, and not to' 
good at that, as they had evidently 
been picked too green. 
It has poured rain most all the wa; 


for two days, and how I wish w 
had it in California. However, th 
rain helps cool off the weather. 
J^ist as I was closing tbjg letter 
browri-^wkc""** -"koy" 'uctnre aroun 
with a tray of thin, tall glasses o 
"soursak," a very refreshing drin.

Dan Passar, Bali, 


February 5 


Dear Argus: 


Once more we sight the shores o: 


the one country in all the world tha 
is entirely different—Bali, the en- 
chanted. 


As our ship drops anchor in tb 


harbor we sight the launch of oui 
old friend, Mr. Minas, and soon wi 
are in it and down to his attractive 
bungalow, driving there in his auto- 
mobile, down a long row of coconu 
palms, thru a beautiful garden up to 
the hospitable home, on the porch o 
which we were welcomed by our 
host's wife, whom he married sinci 
we were last here, and he showec 
us with great pride their first baby 


Although Mr. Minas has lived her. 


for many years, he was originally 
from Persia, and went back there t 
get married. As his wife could speal 
no English, we had to converse in 
French, which she spoke very well 
She served us delicious cold tea be- 
fore we left for the long automobile 
ride to Dan Passar. 


Mr. Minas had an automobil 


waiting for us, with a Balinese driv- 
er. Our three women companion; 
were immediately thrilled with th< 
beauty of the island, about the size 
of Catalina, every mile of the trip i 
Dan Passar, some seventy-five kilo 
meters, being too grand to describe 
in words. The rice fields were si 
bright and green, with the half 
grown crop, while others were yel 
low with ripe grain, and others jus 
being planted. Framing this lovelj 
landscape were on all sides rows o 
the tall, stately coconut palms, load 
ed with nutp, with an occasiona 
great banyan tree, a magnolia in fu' 
bloom, and many bright pink flow 
ering trees, much like our crep 
myrtles at home. As the drive 
spoke no English we did not ge 
much information from him, but h 
was a skillful driver. 


BLUE MOUNTAINS 


After driving about twenty-fiv 


kilometers down the coast, with th 
rice-fields down almost to the wa 
ter's edge, we turned off towards th 
blue mountains, climbing higher an 
higher, but never leaving the ric 
fields, or paddies, as they are calle 
here, only as we got into the moun 
tains they were in small, narro' 
terraces following the contour of th 
hills, one above the other, with c 
many as twenty-live full of wate. 
and no^ one drop being wasted. 


Where the mountain was too stt-e 


to terrace it was covered with coco 
nuts, biy banunu trees, giant fores 
of bamboo, and green verdure every- 
where. Each turn in the road re- 
vealed sume new thrill of a new 
view, while hundreds of people w»;rc 


ways walking, along the roads, 
lost of them laden with some heavy 
urden—rice-sheafs, bundles of fire- 
ood, baskets of ail shapes and sizes, 
lostly carried on the heads of the 
alinese, who walk along with 
rong, easy strides, no matter how 
eavy the load. 
But we noticed many more women 
arrying heavy loads than the men 
id. They wear the same costume, 
icn and women, the sarong around 
le waist making a skirt for both 
exes, with plenty of good hot sun- 
line to cover their upper parts, 
iving them a nutty brown copper 
olor. 
Slowly reaching the summit of the 


nountains, we were never out of 
ght of the charming little rice pad- 
ies in their quaint curves along the 
ountainside. Here and there we 
ould see a few cows, all sleek and 
at from the rich green feed on all 
des. The old water buffalo are at 
rork in the deep mud, getting the 
addies ready for seeding. We met 


native driving a large flock of 


eese down the road, guiding them 
vith a long bamboo fishpole to 
hich was fastened a small rag on 
le end, with which he could guide 
lem anywhere. 
We stopped at several small vil- 


ages to see the native life, a lot of 
oik, old and young, always flocking 
round us to see the tourists, but 
'e were equally interested in seeing 
nem in their homes, with their 
rimitive ways of living. 


NATIVE MUSIC 


Descending the mountain on the 
ipposite side, we passed just as 
many rice paddies, several large vil- 
ages, more and more people along 
he roads, to say nothing of the 
undreds of Buddhist temples at fre- 
uent intervals. At the last one we 
iassed we stopped to listen to the 
ative band of musicians playing 
heir weird and fantastic music on 
lomemade instruments., mostly of 
)amboo wood, kettle drums and 
jrpss cymbals, while a large crowd 
of natives stood around. 


We arrived at the Hotel Satrya 


about dark, to be welcomed by the 
>roprietor with whom we stopped 
>ur last trip. On looking over his 
lotel register we found it had been 
ust three years ago to a day when 
we visited it before. It is a pretty 
jungalow hotel, with wide veranda, 
ligh ceilings in the rooms, tile floors 
everywhere, 
immaculately clean, 


windows and doors on all sides. 
Just opposite our pretty little hos- 


:el is the same park of great coconut 
:rees, with a huge banyan in the 
center, the temple in the rear, and 
the music of the native Balinese 
musicians comes floating across the 
distance, just far enough away to be 
soft and sweet. 


As we sit on the varandas after 


dinner, we watch the continuous 
procession of people passing. Most 
of them are barefooted, but occasion- 
ally one with wooden shoes comes 
clattering along, a noisy contrast to 
the silent barefooted ones, walking 
along straight as arrows, easy swing- 


birds are carried in neatly-woven 
bamboo cages, the roosters sticking 
their heads out and crowing, as 
much as to say, "I dare you!" 


In the great public market we see 


crowds of women in comfortable 
garbs for hot weather, sitting on the 
stone floor of the square in which 
they meet daily to sell their wares, 
which include everything from foods 
of all kinds, drinks, cloths, hard- 
ware, perfume, incense, batik cioth 
in fancy patterns and very cheap, 
baskets of all sizes and shapes, ko- 
dak films, and safety razor blades. 


I wish, dear reader, you could sit 


with me on this veranda for about 
thirty minutes and watch the mov- 
ing picture go past—a continuous 
film of real people. Just now it is a 
boy with a big coconut, next three 
women pass with great baskets on 
their heads, while just outside the 
hedge, not fifteen feet from where I 
sit, in the tiny stream which flows 
down the gutter, are two girls having 
their afternoon bath, as innocent and 
unconcerned as if they were in their 
private bathrooms. 


CONTINUOUS MOVIE 


Now it is three men with their 


roosters in cages, going down to the 
prize-fighting rooster ring. Next, a 
brown-skinned native ringing a lit- 
tle tinkling bell, with two freezers 
of ice cream, one on each end of a 
long bamboo pole, and now and then 
stopping to dish the cream up in 
small glasses to the eager children 
who flock around him. They use here 
a small coin with a hole in the cen- 
ter, much like Chinese money, and 
it takes about 175 to equal one of 
our twenty-five cent coins. 


Now passes on a bicycle a boy in 


a bright yellow sarong. Now the 
girls have finished their bath and 
disappeared, as quietly as they came. 
All the servants in the hotel go 
barefooted, and are dressed in white, 
always clean and neat, wearing the 
cute little caps of batik cloth, a 
headdress very popular with all the 
natives. At the front of our hotel 
sits a crowd of Balinese women and 
girls with all sorts of curios to sell 
the tourists—hand-painted wall dec- 
orations, kris, their native sword, 
silver 
jewelry, 
beautiful 
wood- 


carved figures, baskets, bracelets, 
postcards, canes, and many other 
things we would like to fetch home, 
but our baggage capacity is limited, 
and we have to resist temptation 
very often. However, I have found 
some postcard views which I think 
will interest some of my Covina 
friends. Tea is just being served on 
this veranda, so much close for the 
noment. 


Soon after tea our chauffeur came 


around to tell us there was to be a 
cris dance, the kris being their wea- 
pon in this land, the same as in 
lava. The dance began at five-thir- 
y with a cock-fight out in the deep 
ungle about one-quarter mile from 
where we left our automobile, anc 
in a few minutes the red rooster 
killed the white cock in the second 
round, a gory affair, and a sorry way 


an old man took his live rooster^ -j 
picked all the feathers from the un-c,,,1 
der part of the body, while the fowl ' 
never made a murmur, but when"* 
the owner began plucking the larger*.f| 
wing and tail feathers the rooster*4' 
made a great fuss about the manner 
in which he was being undressed. 
All of a sudden the rooster disap- <- 
peared altogether, much to our sur- 
prise, and the old man carefully 
gathered all the feathers and walked 
away.

NATIVE KRIS DANCE 
, 


Then we turned our attention to 


the kris dance, which by this time 
was in full swing, some thirty play- 
ers making weird music on strange 
instruments all of native make, the 
players ranging in age from boys of 
' 


ten years to men of seventy-five 
years. Then ran out six men in 
devilish garb with masks to match, 
dashing forth to capture six maid- 
ens of purity, dressed in white, the 
devils trying to tempt the girls to 
join them, but they all resisted, to 
be followed in the next act by a ' 
huge lion with terrible fierce face 
and a tail that would do justice to 
any lion, no matter how large, the 
whole affair carried by two men 
underneath the lion's skin, who wore / 
pants with stripes going around the ' 
legs. Then the devils sent out an old 
witch dressed in a witch's costume, '% 
with a long, flowing beard made 
from rice straw and reaching nearly 
to the ground. He attacked the lion 
and wounded him, when six brave 
kris dancers suddenly appeared and 
drove off the witch, when they 
turned their attention to the wound- 
ed lion, getting him on his feet 
again. The lion then poured out 
some water of strength from his 
mouth into bottles held by tile kris 
... 


dancers, who drank it, getting the 
r\ 


strength of the lion. They then 
danced the kris dance with their 
fierce weapons with wicked curved 
blades, dancing with frenzy until 
exhausted, when the six made a 
wild dash for the old witch, finally 
killing him with their kris, the big 
crowd of natives yelling with delight i i 
at the climax. 


In the evening after dinner we 


walked down the main street and 
came to a big crowd who were 
watching a group of Bali dancers, 
twelve girls and twelve boys, all in 
the fancy costume of the dancer, the 
boys bareheaded, the girls with a 
crownlike decoration on their heads, 
their lithe little bodies tightly wrap- 
ped in bright thin cloth strips, and 
all barefooted. We watched them for 
an hour, their arms, hands and

aces portraying some Balinese story

as they kept rhythmic time to the

Joys around the hotel keep us post- 
ed.This morning it was a drive out 
to the seacoast to the village of some 
native fishermen, their tiny grass 
huts being very picturesque as fhey 


fighting roosters for the cock-fights, 
still the popular diversion here. The

Bread on the Waters— 


"Traffic from San Bernardino, Redlands, 


Riverside and Imperial valley, aggregating 
more than 20,000 cars per day, will be saved 
$876,000 annually in operating costs, an 
amount sufficient to pay the entire construc- 
tion costs of the new artery in two and one- 
half years." 


The above is what R. C. Myers, assistant 


state highway engineer, says of the Holt ave- 
nue project on the south of Covina. The Ra- 
mona boulevard link in this east-west artery 
has just been finished this week. 


In all, the highway covers twenty-seven 


miles, from Pomona to Aliso street in Los 
Angeles, forming an entrance to the Plaza 
union rail station. 


There is a significant point in the engineer's 


statement. These roads are built out of gas- 
tax money—paid for by those who use them. 
But in furnishing a more direct route east 
and west, the motorist and truck-hauler saves 
in fuel and upkeep to the extent of balancing 
the cost in less than three years. 


Taxes may seem high, and are. But the 


citizen should not look on his tax money as 
just so much cash thrown away. In this speci- 
fic case, for example, it is "bread cast on the 
waters," and comes back to him.

It is not mere courtesy and polite praise 


that men are extending to organizations of 
women these days. It is rather a forlorn fact 
that women are taking the lead in courageous 
action and resourcefulness, while men in all

The leaders in the women's federation who 


gathered in Covina yesterday have shown 
their ability to solve some of our perplexing 
social problems; to create better conditions, 
and to take place in important councils in the 
southland.

Self-Seeding Wheat — 


It is a curious fact, which some might attri- 


bute to the ever-working law of compensa- 
tion, that great dust-storms are wreaking un- 
told havoc in the middle west at the time 
when a perennial wheat plant has been propa- 
gated in Russia. 


Propagation thru seed-crossing has been 


carried to the successful point where Amer- 
ican scientists in the Russian fields announce 
that the new wheat will seed itself year after 
year, and that the plants are capable of pro- 
ducing five hundred fold over that of the best 
of ordinary wheat seed. 


If wheat can be planted and left undisturb- 


ed for periods of years, it will go far to solve 
the dust erosion problem in the wheat belts. 
Incidentally, however, the new wheat will 
cause a contraction of wheat acreage. 


Wheat bread is by no means the staff of 


life it was in Bible times, but it is still pre- 
dominant as a basic food. The age of inven- 
tion has enormously increased the food field, 
especially in fruits and vegetables in the can- 
ned form, and the many and cheap varieties 
have emancipated man from the ancient 
bread regimen.

square piles, to be used for building 
walls. Here the sea made a big half- 
moon bend, outside of which was a 
coral reef where the high breakers 
rose in white foam as they dashed 
over it. In the distance was the 
volcano peak -of Kintamani rising 
some 6000 feet, and shaped much 
like Fugiyama in Japan. The highest 
mountain on the island is Bali peak, 
10,500 feet. A glorious landscape, not 
often encountered. 


VISIT SCHOOL 


Returning to Dan Pasar, we stop- 


ped at a school, where we were wel- 
comed by the principal, a fine young 
man from Holland, with a staff of 
Balinese teachers, all men. The stu- 
dento are taught to read and write 
both in Balinese and Dutch, the 
children taking great pride in show- 
ing us their notebooks, which I must 
say looked much neater than those 
of the average American child. The 
schoolrooms were open on the street 
side, and built around a court, in the 
center of which was a pretty gar- 
den. 


The next morning it was pouring 


rain, for the first time since we ar- 
rived, and we were given time to dc 
a little letter-writing, reading, and 
trading with the native peddlers 
flocking at our hotel door, who sit 
there twelve hours daily, patiently 
waiting for a customer. The street 
parade continued in spite of the rain 
women in their thin sarongs arounc 
their waists carrying huge loads of 
fruits, vegetables, coconuts, pomelos 
almost as big as melons, great bas- 
kets piled with ripe papayas. A 
group of six people is just now pass- 
ing, two men leading with nothing 
to carry, followed by four stalwart 
women each carrying a big load, 
erect, walking with graceful ease, 
her brown arms swinging at her side, 
the basket perfectly balanced on the 
head, a lovely picture of perfect 
grace of figure and carriage. Next 
comes a native man, dressed only in 
a breech cloth and carrying over his 
shoulder a native wooden plow shod 


We lost one member of our party 


this morning, Miss Steele, the young 
lady teacher from Durban, South 
Africa, starting on her way to Ba- 
tavia to catch her steamer for her 
three-weeks' voyage to her home. 
She was sorry to leave us, as she 
enjoyed Bali immensely, and left 
with a good load of Bali souvenirs. 


Here come two men carrying a 


pig with its legs tied, a long pole 
between each leg, the body hanging 


hand, then sprinkled the foreheads 
of her three children, then poured 
out some in her hand, which she 
drank, and again the same for the 
children. The temple had been es- 
pecially decorated with flowers and 
paper ornaments, incense fires were 
burning, and the continual proces- 
sion kept up for hours, all going thru 
the above ceremony. 


"SUNDAY BEST" 


Of course everyone was dressed in 


her Sunday best, and what a gor- 
geous riot of gay colors it was! Most 
of them were naked to the waist, 
but many others wore over their 
busts gorgeous coverings of black 
velvet strips, about two inches wide, 
then a strip of bright gold metal 
silk, same width, and a third band 
of either yellow, red or green, or 
downward, the poor pig evidently | perhaps it was bright blue or yellow^ 


with a steel point. 


Next passes the beautiful nut- 


brown body of a tall girl carrying 
a great load of green bananas, fol- 
lowed by an old women carrying 
two baskets one above the other and 
filled with potatoes. I wonder how 
far she has to carry them, yet she 
shows no sign of fatigue. 


Following come two little girls, 


their brown bodies shining in the 
rain and each carrying a basket of 
something on her head, just as skil- 
fully and easily as the older ones. 
Happy people indeed, getting a lot 
of joy out of everyday life!

quarreling, no begging, no starving, 
no indigcnts.

enjoying his ride, as he makes no 
squal as he goes by. Next come two 
aristocrats wearing trousers and 
shirts outside the pants, carrying 
cages in which are their pet fighting 
cocks. The men who do the cock- 
fighting here seem to be looked up- 
on as aristocrats, but I noticed there 
were no Balinese women at the 
cock-fight yesterday, but plenty of 
men, the six white women seeing 
their first and only real scrap. 


Each family lives in a "kampong" 


(compound) of its own, walled in, 
and a hut for each member of the 
family, an extra hut being built 
when one of the men brings home a 
wife, and a group of these kam- 
pongs always has a temple, an out- 
door affair with a group of stone 
idols around, which yesterday, it be- 
ing a holiday, were wearing cloths 
of different kinds draped around 
their bodies, and dishes of delicacies 
and fruits were set around them on 
shelves or tables, Temples are here 
in abundance, and while they are all 
similar, are all different in many de- 
tails. 


DOGS A PEST 


Were you ever kept awake by a 


3arking dog? .Then you can have a 
ike experience when you come to 
Bali, for the dogs seem to be bark- 
ing all night long here, and such 
miserable specimen of dogs as they 
are! 
Gaunt, ugly bodies covered 


with sores, fighting each other most 
of the time and barking at every- 
one who passes, they make the most 
disagreeable feature of the island. 
The hotel proprietor told me the 
government had ordered the police 
:o shoot the dogs, and that thousands 
had already been killed in the last 
two years, and we are hoping the 
order will continue in force until the 
number is much less, for the animals 
can well be spared. We have not 
seen one decent looking dog since 
we arrived, all being a mongrel 
bunch of real curs. 


But the natural beauty of the 


whole island, Its people, their skilful 
engineering in their irrigation, the 
careful farming of their rice fields, 
nature's generous contribution of 
lovely tropical trees and plants, all 
add to the charm of this land, which 
to us seems more lovely than when 
.we first saw it three yeairs !»gp,,apd 
we shall leave with a strong'Sesire 
to return to enjoy its beauty. 


Thursday morning early I took a 


long walk down thru the town, 
which was already awake 
ana 


ransacting business, the streets full 
if women carrying their products to 
market, big-wheeled carts drawn or 
mshed, or both, by men only, haul- 
ng loads of various things, and I 
noticed one official cart belonging to 
he street cleaning department of 
Dan Pasar being propelled in the 
same manner, but I am ,'Aire they do 
not draw the same rate of pay that 
our Covina street cleaning depart- 
ment does. 
One place a man was in the top 


of a giant coconut palm, gathering 
;he ripe nuts, throwing them to the 
ground, some seventy-five feet be- 
,ow. He looked about as large as 
a good-sized monkey in the tree. 
Then I stopped a few minutes to 
watch a copra factory, where the 
meat was taken from the coconut 
and dried, ready for shipment to the 
foreign trade. Then there was a big 
warehouse where rice was being 
cleaned and bagged. 


BALI COIN 


A Chinese hotel, for orientals, the 


diningroom neat and clean, was 
quite open to the street. Nearby I 
saw a Balinese school, the scholars 
sitting on the ground cross-legged, 
reciting their lesson in unison. 
I 


had my string of Bali coins with 
me, 175 in all, for which I had paid 
twenty-five Dutch cents, equivalent 
to fifteen cents in American com, 
and'was able to get all the fruit I 
cared to carry, with about half of 
it left when I returned. I got three 
nice ripe pineapples, an immense 
pomelo (grapefruit with pink meat) 
over ten inches in diameter, and a 
ripe coconut. It was great fun trad- 
ing with those brown-skinned half- 
naked women, trying to make them 
understand me or understand them, 
but I finally gave up in despair, 
picked up what fruit I wanted to 
buy and held out my handful of 
the small coins, telling them to help 
themselves, while the whole crowd 
looked on and grinned, but they are 
wonderfully honest, and no one took 
any advantage of me on any pur- 
chase. We had one of the fresh pine- 
apples for our breakfast on my re- 
turn to the hotel, and it was most 
delicious. 
We went to a temple-offering 


dance in the afternoon, under a big 
banyan tree with tall forest trees of 
muscadel, from which nutmegs and 
mace are gathered, some of them be- 
ing from 75 to 100 feet tall, with no 
limbs below the 
sixty-five 
foot 


height—wonderful trees for timber, 
so free from knots, but no one is al- 
lowed to chop one down under any 
circumstances, they being sacred, 
and how carefully these Balinese do 
observe their religious customs! 


On our way to the temple-offering 


we 
Dassod hundreds of women 


bringing in great trays and baskets 
filled with fruits, flowers and food. 
This was brought to the temple, 
where we were allowed to enter 
with no protests, and saw the women 
placing their offerings en the many 


then- jet black hair neatly arranged 
and shining with coconut oil, usually 
a gardenia or a sangapanni or some 
other equally fragrant flower adorn- 
ing the hair dress, the skirl or sa- 
rong being a wide piece of some 
bright silk cloth, the brighter the 
better, and it would tax the rain- 
bow to produce any more variety or 
lovely colors than these beautiful 
Balinese women wore that day. Pic- 
ture this colorful group of several 
hundred women, standing against a 
moss-covered wall of brick of the 
temple, those grand trees overhead, 
a big banyan tree in the center of 
the open space in front of the temple 
gate, a big orchestra of Balinese 
musicians playing strange music all 
the time, the sun just setting with 
some gorgeous after-glow colors, tiny 
fires burning under the many char- 
coal burners of the numerous street 
restaurants, and a handful of us 
tourists standing on the edge of the 
crowd of naked men and boys, a few 
cur dogs sneaking across the parade 
ground looking for food, two fat j 
sows with pot-bellies almost touch- 
big the ground, the night birds of 
the tropics with their pleasant calls, 
the continuous arrival of more wo- 
men and girls with their offerings, 
and all would make a movie reel 
that would be a thriller to anyone 
who has never seen Bah'. 


After the offerings have been re- 


ceived by the priests, and blessed by 
the gods to whom they are offered, 
the spirit of the gift goes to the 
gods, while the material part of the 
offering, principally the good eating 
part, is returned to the donors, who 
take the same home, and a great 
feast is enjoyed, though they say it 
never tastes so good after the spirit 
has left the food. 


The show ends with a kris dance, 


after which we go back to our hotel 
highly delighted with a most inter- 
esting afternoon. After dinner, about 
nine o'clock, we go to see another 
temple dance at another place which 
our chauffeur has learned of, and 
which was much like the one in the 


cian's music from his beloved or- 
chestras. We learn that the musi- 
cians draw no pay whatever, volun- 
teering their services for the love of 
their art, and how they will sit so 
tirelessly at their various instru-1 
ments, playing almost continuously I 
for hours at a time! 


Hearing there was to be a "trance 


dance" that same evening, we started 
out with a party of tourists from our 
hotel, following the main street until 
we got past the lighted district, then 
off down a narrow, dark street, fol- 
lowing the whiteclad form of our 
guide, then turned off into a darker 
alley, not over four feet wide. We 
saw about two hundred feet ahead of 
us a tiny light. Here was the gate- 
way to a small temple which we en- 
tered, to find a dimly-lit courtyard. 
Going on thru a doorway we came to 
a large court, in the center of which 
hung some kerosene lamps, giving 
a dim light. 


afternoon, only with a different lot 
of offerings and orchestra. So our 


altars, where it was received by the 
priests in attendance and each wo- 
man was given a jar of holy water, 
which she first poured into her 


days in Bali slip rapidly by too fast 
for us. It is all so grand and strange, 
with a variety every day. 


SACRED FOREST" 


The next day we drove out thru 


a new section to the sacred forest of 
muscadel trees, much taller and 
larger than the ones we saw at the 
temples, passing enroute many in- 
teresting sights, several small vil- 
lages swarming with people, some 
beautifully terraced rice paddies, a 
great forest of palm and bamboo 
trees, to be met at the gates of the 
forest by the attendant, an old man 
who collected ten cents apiece for 
admission, and personally escorted 
us to the trees, a short walk down 
a shady path and on into the deep, 
dark forest, selling us some corn and 
a few bananas to feed the hordes of 
wild monkeys which he had called 
down from the jungle. As we shell- 
ed the corn the animals would jump 
up and grab it from our hands al- 
most before we could get it off the 
cob. Several mother-monkeys had 
little babies in their arms, and the 
way the little fellow clung to its 
mama was very cute, and the mother 
would jump from wall to tree or on 
the temples, and never once hurt the 
little fellow hanging onto her. 


The temple itself was a very old 


one, and lovely, the bricks of which 
it was made covered with a deep 
green growth of lichens and ferns, 
the same on the many stone gods 
and idols, the whole blending har- 
moniously into the grandeur of the 
forest. After a stop here we re- 
traced our steps to the automobile 
and drove by a side road thru the 
forest to the celebrated giant banyan 
tree, claimed to be the largest in 
the whole world, and I feel quite 
sure it must be. It covers a space of 
an acre of ground, its hundreds of 
branches sending their root tendrils 
down to the ground, where they at 
once take root and grow into trees, 
the whole tree being a mass of 
growth. Some of the trees are not 
more than one-half inch in diameter, 
while others are ten and twelve or 
more inches, all growing up to sup- 
port the branch from which they 
came. 


RAISING CHILDREN 


The mothers do not have any trou- 


ble raising their children here, for 
as soon as a baby is weaned from its 
mother's breast it is given over to 
the next older child to train, while 
the mother goes on about her other 
work. We see children all over the 
country carrying little babies al- 
most as big as themselves, never see 
a baby crying, or children quarreling 
or fighting. If a mother has her first 
child, it is given to the neighbors' 
older children to care for, arid so the 
children makp quite a different group 
from the grownups. I have not seen 
one child spanked or heard a cross 
word spoken by its mother. They 
play in the kampong, bathe in the 
tiny streams that run down most of 
the streets, eat bananas and coconuts, 
and all seem healthy, with no sore 
eyes as in India or China. 


We walk wherever we choose at 


all hours of day or night, with per- 
fect confidence we will not be mo- 
lested. Our doors are open all night, 
and doors and locks are little used 
here. A wonderful lot of intelligent, 
industrious, clean, prosperous peo- 
ple, practically self-governed. No 


TRANCE DANCE 


Here was a weird group of women 


and girls, with a few boys, all sitting 
on mats on the dirt floor, swaying 
their bodies to the strains of the 
drums and chanting all the while 
some plaintive strains. In the center 
row in front were two little girls 
about ten years old, bending low 
over a burner of charcoal fire made 
from the bark of holy trees, one of 
the girls shaking her head continu- 
ally up and down to the time of the 
chanters, getting more and more wild 
and weird as they sang on, the little 
girl increasing the movements of her 
head with the others. Suddenly the 
girl next her went into a similar 
trance, shaking her little head vio- 
lently up and down until you would 
almost expect it to come tumbling off 
her body. This they both kept up 
for over an hour, when they fell over 
dead exhausted, their mothers catch- 
ing them in their arms, and in a 
short time reviving them sufficiently 
to continue the ceremony. A large 
wreath of paper flowers with a large 
crown-like affair in front was placed 
on each little head, and the music 
started again, with the girls still in 
the trance, and slowly their little 
bodies began to move with the mu- 
sic, as did their arms and hands, but 
still sitting on the floor, finally get- 
ting more active until they were 
both on then- feet, moving their hips, 
arms and legs to perfect time, but 
with their eyes still closed by the 
trance, as they kept dancing for an- 
other hour. 


Then suddenly without warning it 


began to pour rain and we hastily 
climbed up onto a platform that was 
covered with a thatched roof, but 
without any sides. The musicians 
and dancers got on another platform 
across the courtyard, continuing with 
the dance, which looked very weird 
indeed, thru a screen of rainfall that 
poured off the roof above our heads. 
It rained for about one hour, and we 
had about decided to take a soaking 
and hurry home, when it just as 


with coconut fibre, open oh all four 
sides. The girls ranged from eight 
to sixteen years of age, unconcern- 
edly and modestry dropping off their 
clothes, when another girl began 
putting on their dancing costumes, 
an elaborate dressing done by wrap- 
ping several layers of thin materials 
around tine naked bodies, then more 
ribbons of green colored cloth, on 
top of that a series of layers of an 
elaborately decorated purple scarf, 
with large gold metallic flowers 
wrapped over the other coverings, 
with a gay sarong of green, almost 
to the ground. 


The girls' hair was carefully ar- 


ranged, each helping the other, an 
expert painting their foreheads a 
bright black, spots of gold each side 
of the forehead, big wooden earrings 
thru the lobes of their ears, so large 
the one little girl had to wet her 
earring in her mouth to get it thru 
the hole in her ear. These rings are 
very curious, resembling a thread 
spool, stuck thru a hole in the ear's 
lobe by first making a small hole, 
then taking a pointed stick and 
forcing it in a little further day by 
day until they will take a stick one 
inch in diameter. 


The dance this morning was woven 


around a story of a prince and prin- 
cess, the princess first being attack- 
ed by an old witch, whom the girl 
slew with her kris, while the prince 
looked on with approval. Then a 
man dressed in a gorgeous eagle's 
costume, wings and tail feathers 
made of sticks covered with paper, 
attacked the girl princess, but he 
did not know she was armed with 
a bow and arrow, and to end the 
dance, she shot an arroy thru the 
eagle's heart, and the prince and 
princess lived happily ever after- 
ward. 


All this was cleverly interpreted 


by the dangers and the music. There 
were about twenty-five Europeans, 
as the tourists are called, in the au- 
dience, with many cameras clicking 
all the time, while back of them 
stood the native Balinese with their 
backs to the wall, looking on with 
the greatest of interest. Their naked 
bodies made a frame of brown 
around this very romantic scene on 
the edge of the jungle in front of the 
temple. 


We watched this colorful spectacle, 


spellbound for two hours, not leaving 
until we watched the dancing girls 
change their fantastic costumes for 
the everyday clothes, and marched 
off to their daily work, happy and 
proud. 


We now feel rather well satisfied 


with having seen most of the native 
dances for which Bali is famous, and 
we feel well repaid for our time and

The women pile their loads of fruits 
and vegetables on their baskets in 
artistic arrangement, even the sheafs 
of rice being tied up as prettily as 
if to be placed on exhibition at a 
county fair. Then- temples, all of 
Balinese design and architecture, 
display a remarkable talent and con- 
sideration for the beautiful and ar- 
tistic, the proportions being unus- 
ually good in all their buildings.

peaceful quiet or 
soft native musi- 


museum, kept up by the Dutch gov- 
ernment, a replica of the old palace 
of the former sultan or rajah of the 
early Balinese, but on a much small- 
er area than that fine building. It 
held a collection of the early things 
of the island life — stone carvings, 
early wood carvings, weapons, do- 
mestic utensils, and at once increases 
your wonder and amazement at the 
skill of the natives. Their work is 
all done with the most crude of tools 
and implements, all made by local 
blacksmiths, and in one shop we saw 
three little boys carving the side- 
rails for a bed, using beautiful con- 
ventional designs, and sitting on the 
dirt floor, holding the work by their 
feet, with both hands for the carv- 
ing, but no vice with which to hold 
the wood. I would be proud to own 
a bed with such elegant carving on 
it, but I was informed it was not for 
sale, being made for the owner by 
his sons. 
It is surprising how one can sil 


on a cool veranda, doing nothing but 
watch the natives go by in an end- 
less procession of tireless people. 


It is claimed that a Balinese has 


to work only one-fourth of the 
whole year to make a comfortable 
living. 
For instance, they grow 


twenty-one sacks of rice per acre 
here, each cutting, and raise three 
crops. In our own Texas fields they 
grow one crop of about ten sacks to 
the acre, where they have the lates 
machinery for their field work, while 
these Balinese use mostly all hanc 
labor and the crudest of imple- 
ments, but are artists when it comes 
to building the irrigating ditches 
and schemes for their side-hill rice 
paddies, and growing immense crops 
from small acreages.

Hugh Johnson and Roger Babson 
came in for their share of humorous 
criticism. The speaker referred to 
Long as "the clown of politics," but 
by no means a figure to be dismiss- 
ed lightly.

CREDENTIAL REPORT 


The credential chairman reported 


217 delegates registered, seven of 
whom were elected officers, and the 
president declared the convention 
open for the transaction of business. 


The rules of the convention were 


read by Mrs. W. J. Lee, and the or- 
der of business read by the program 
chairman, Mrs. Harry Louis Stroh, 
was adopted. 


The treasurer's report showed a 


balance on hand at the beginning of 
the year of $339.14, with receipts 
from club dues, $579.10, and various 
other funds of $222.69, a total of 
$1140.92. Disbursements were $860- 
33, leaving a balance in treasury of 
$280.59. The auditor confirmed the 
report. 


Under federation extension, twen- 


ty-four new clubs were reported, 
giving an added membership of 968. 
These clubs were scattered thruout 
the county, from Saugus and New- 
hall on the north, to the southern 
line. 


PRESIDENT'S REPORT 


The president reviewed the year's 


work in a short address, saying in 
part: 


"The Los Angeles County Federa- 


tion of Women's clubs will be four 
years of age this May. The growth 
of any organization, if it be on a 
permanent basis, must necessarily be 
slow; spectacular progress rarely 
reaches a sound, progressive matur- 
ity. 


"The careful, conscious procedure 


of our county federation for the first 
two years under the skillful manage- 
ment of Mrs. Charles Van de Water 
laid the foundation of the organiza- 
tion. 


"To aid in developing an alert 


civic conscience among our club wo- 
men has been the aim of this admin- 
istration. Choosing a middle path 
that would not encroach upon the 
district work, the county federation 
has emphasized only those depart- 
ments that affected our civic inter- 
ests as citizens of this county. Some- 
times cherished projects undertaken 
for the betterment of civic life have 
been soft-pedaled in the interests of 
federation and loyalty to the other 
organizations." 


The president recounted, with jus- 


tifiable pride, the work of the coun- 
ty federation, $21,636.50 contributed 
to the Red Cross, community .chest 
and other organized welfare work; 
$1443 given for scholarships. One 
club alone has given service to 39,997 
individuals in health work for ba- 
bies. The members have served on 
advisory councils for Girl Scouts and 
similar organizations, have furnished 
book reviews for SERA sewing cir- 
cles, and contributed

three problems — America's relations 
to other nations, the economic situa- 
tion in America, and the morals of 
America. 


Dr. Baker stated with force that 


the United States must revise two of 
its doctrines or be drawn into the 
first conflict that arises, and it was 
his belief that Europe would be at 
war within five years, and the orient 
in a possibly shorter period. The 
freedom of the open seas, he stated, 
drew the United States into the 
world war, and so long as it per- 
sisted in selling to warring nations 
on the "charge and deliver" policy, 
this would occur. Rather, he said, 
sell on the "cash and take it" plan, 
requiring the countries to send their 
ships and money to our docks and 
transport their own purchases. The 
other doctrine, of maintaining the 
open door in China, cannot be up- 
held without conflict. 


As to the economic situation, the 


speaker said that when half of our 
wealth is in the hands of less than 
one hundred men, when twenty-five 
men out of every hundred have only 
fourteen cents, we sAre facing an un- 
rest that leads to socialism, commun- 
ism or fascism, factors which, he 
stated, are foes to liberty, freedom 
and democracy.- He gave as the rem- 
edy, bread into the basket, instead 
of the SERA. He said, "We will 
have to work it out in the next de- 
cade or we will go the way of other 
nations."
